Methodists Favor

A tlantic City. N. J., Dee. 9 (AP) 
The M ethodist council of bishops 
has approved a proj)o.sal to establish 
a world calendar on which all "rov­ 
ing” holidays would occur the sam e 
date each year and all "dated” holi­ 
days would fall on the same day of 
the week each year. 
For instance, on

proixised 
calendar Christm as would come on 
Monday every year, Easter on April 
8 (the second Sunday of Ult m onth), 
the Fourth of July on W ednesday, 
and Labor Day on September 4. 
The calendar which the bishops’ 
council approved yesterday, would 
be composed of a 12-month yeur as 
at present. 
The first m onths Qf 
caci) quarter—January, April, July 
and O ctober—would have 31 days 
each, all others 30. 
In addition, December would have 
an extra Saturday at the end which 
would be a holiday called ’December 
Y ” An extra holiday would be ad d ­ 
ed a t tile end of the second quarter 
in leap years, designated as "leap 
year day” or "June L."

/"YNCE upon a time a m an named 
Disney made an anim ated car­ 
toon called “The Three Little Pigs.” 
It was a great little film, and be­ 
cause it had already been prepared 
for by a succession of Mickey Mice 
and Donald Ducks, the public was 
ready for it, and three little pigs 
conquered the world. But. alas, they 
were heralded by the unwary' and 
the over-enthusiastic as great art 
instead of great fun, and Mr. Dis­ 
ney went on to bigger and better 
art. The latest 
example of 
this 
I tendency toward artistic flatulence 
Is Mr. Disney’s "Fantasia.'’ 
In “Fantasia" 
Mr. Disney has 
: had the collaboration of Leopold 
! Stokowski, who conducted one of 
: the great orchestras of the world in 
I Philadelphia before he W'ent to Hoi- 
I lywood, and since then has done 
nothing much in "lace to face" 
music. Not long ago Stokowski con­ 
ducted his old orchestra in a num ­ 
ber of pieces. Mr. Disney fitted se­ 
quences by his personal critters of 
the inkwell and paint pot to the 
resulting soundtrack, and 
Deems 
Taylor provided a running com­ 
ment, and the result w'as bashfully 
submitted to New York recently, 
and again touted as a new art form 
So far so good—lt does not m at­ 
ter to this departm ent w hat any­ 
body calls the celluloid product of 
these three minds. But the canny 
promoters of "Fantasia” arranged 
also for a number of books out of 
that film, and one of the most am ­ 
bitious of these has arrived at this 
desk. It is called "W alt Disney’s 
Fantasia.” by Deems Taylor. 
As 
i nearly as we can tell, it is designed 
to make you hear the music and 
see it at the same time. 
“’F antasia’ is a book th a t sings," 
chirps 
the 
accompanying 
blurb. 
T hat is all monkey-business; the 
book does not sing. It does not so 
much as hum. Moreover, Mr. Dis­ 
ney’s polite nightm ares 
have no 
more connection with the music 
(excepting 
only 
in 
Mr. 
Disney's 
mind) than the Schrafft's adver­ 
tisement in the Carnegie Hall pro­ 
gram has with a perform ance by 
the Boston Symphony. Mr. Taylor 
writes very well Indeed, and is ex- 
| tremely clever. But we ll be very 
much surprised if his connection 
with this curious enterprise didn t 
keep his tongue in his cheek for 
weeks on end. As for Mr Stokow­ 
ski—Mr. Stokowski cannot be put 
between the covers of any book, 
unless it may be the biography 
which must some day be w ritten to 
chronicle his ascent of the musical 
heights, and his dixzy dive there­ 
from into “IOO Men and a Girl,” 
"Fantasia." and so forth.
